Please 
arrange to have the above work carried out as soon as possible, 


Relative to the request of the teacher to have a 
kitchen built, I have to ask that you will state the approximate , 
size of the kitchen required, and give an estimate of the cost of 
the materials and labour.

In reply to your letter of the 24th ulto, fale 
No. 40-1-5\in reference to the well at No. 1 Sohool, I 
would like Yo deal with the wells at both No. 1 & No. 2 
schools, as the well at No. 1 school is in better condition 
than the well at No. 2 school. 


I hardly know myself what to report on these wells 
If 1 can secure proper containers I am going to have samples 
of the water from both the wells at No. 1 and No. 2 School 
sent to the Provincial Health Department for analysis. I am 
{nolined to think that Mr, Deley's suggestion re- driving 4 
steel point is a good one, but at the present time his well 
as a whole is in fair condition. I have had new leathers 
put on the pump this week, and the well pumped dry and 
cleaned out. With these surfece weals it seems necessary to 
clean them onee or twice a year to keep the water in good 
condition, and then it is not number one, 


In reference to the well av Nos 2 school it is a 
dug well brick lined, with a concrete top, with a manhole 
just big enough for a men to get in. When 4+ had a man attempt 
to olean this well he found the bricks loose, emda every indic- 
ation of falling in, and it would appear that there is likely- 
hood of the well caving in. No one cared to go down to the 
bottom of the well to cleen itfor fear of a cave ing I have 
asked a mason to look at his well and give me an estimated 
cost of the job, but he has not done so at the present time, 
Some are of the opinion that it would be cheaper to dig a 
new well than to reline the present well, for to make the 
repair it would be necessary to break up the conc ete top 
and take the bricks out and replace them, and tb make this 
safe work it might be necessary to remove a couple of feet 
of dirt from around the top of the well. This well is 
approximately 15 ft deep, and of course if this repair wes 
made it would be necessary to build a new concrete top. une 
would naturally think that both these wells would prevent 
frogs, snakes, and other inseots from getting into them, as 
the manhole is comered with a wooden cover, and t iis wooden 
cover has a sheet iron cover sitting over it tight around the 
pump, despite this frogs, snekes, mice, and other insects and

unlimited supply of water in the dig wells at both schools 
and I am quite firmly of the opinion that if one struck 
gravel or quicksand that a point would supplg all the water 
needed for school and residence.

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Having no experience 4+ would not care to estimate 
the cost of these wells with the driven points, but Il under- 
stand that they cost less than a dug well, I believe that 
the steel point cost $3.50, and probably 10-15 ft of pipe, 
depending on the depth necesary to strike gravel, end quite 
probable the pipe in the present well would do for a driven 
well, I have been informed that there is an Indian on the 
Heserve here who would drive these wells for $5.00, each, 
as he had done at the cottages, but as the school is further 
from the water edge, it may be necessary to drive them a 
little deeper.

I might say that they are not using water from the 
well at No. 2 school, but are carrying it from a ferm house 
near by. This well should be attended to at once, but 4+ do 
not care to authorize the necesaary expense until such time 
as 1 hear from the Department, and so ané early reply would 
be appreciated. We might be able to drive a point a few 
feet from the bottom of the present well and fill in with sand 


or gravel from the river.

This was done on Sept. 29th. ‘this pump could not keep up 
with the rate of seepage long enough to be able to clean the 
well, To-day the Chief, returned with a fire department truck 
and pumped the well out thoroughly. ‘this pump removed what 
little extraneous material there was in the well, and we placed 
in it some water purifier supplied by the Water vept. Within 
half an hour the well was full of water again. 


The cost of this operation is high due to the two trips 
that were made. However it appeared to be the only immediate 
solution to the problem. 4 do not mow what the source of 
pollution is unless it is caused from the high water table this 
year. ‘The well has not been cleaned for several years.

While at Walpole Island last week the agent brought 

to my attention the drainage condition at one of the 
schools in the village where there is absolutely 

no plumbing fixtures of any kind. The waste water from 
the kitchen and elsewhere is thrown out in front of 

the kitchen entrance, this being unsatisfactory during 
sumer months. These conditions can be remedied 

by the installation of an enamel iron sink 30" x 20" 
underneath the stairs in the kitohen, also a pump 
which can be connected to the water well ontsit#e the, 
milding. The waste water from the above ifentioned 
sink can be disposed of by building a cess pool at a 
distance of sixty feet from the building connected to 
the house by a four inch vitrified drain pipe with a 
ventilator placed on it before it enters the building. 
If granted this work can be carried out by the Indian Agent 
at a cost not exceeding 990.00.

The Department hae noted the trouble this 
boy has occasioned and the difficulty the teacher has had 
with him and his father. 


It is considered that action should be taken to 
prevent Allan Isaac interfering with the classroom work 
and discipline of the school. You may, therefore, in 
conjunction with the R.C.M.P., lay a charge against Allan 
Isaac, provided that, after due warning, he doee not cease 
his interference with the work of the school and annoying 
the teacher. He should be made to understand that hie 
son is to be amenable to the discipline of the schoo] and 
is to conduct himself properly in the classroom. It is 
necessary that Mrs. George be protected in her duties as 
teacher and that all pupile comply with the discipline of 
the classroom. 


The Department does not consider it advisable to 
have the boy placed in a reform school. We regret that 
at the present time there is no vacancy in any of our 
residential schools in which he could be placed.
